THEFTS FROM GAS

DISTRICT JUSTICE'S 
COMMENT

(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 


Mr. Cussen on tle methods employed 

by the Dublin Gas Company in record- 
ing the amount of gas consumed by their 
customers, in a case heard on Friday in 
which a boy was charged with stealing 5s. 3d. 
from a gas meter at Lower Northbrook 
avenue, 

Mr. E. H. Burne appeared for the Gas 

Company, and said that the company, while 
in no way wishing to be offensive, desired 
him to express their feehngs of disappoint- 
ment, and almost resentment, at the remark 
of his Worship that their accounts in such 
cases as that which was before him on the 
previous day were kept in a haphazard way. 
That, said Mr. Burne, was absolutely in- 
correct, and not in accordance with the fact. 
As a matter of fact, the accounts of the 
company had been held up as models of 
accountancy, the general manager himself 
being a qualified accountant, and the system, 
though intricate, was meticulously fair tg con- 
sumers. 
Mr. John Waldron, Superintendent of the 
Pre-payment Section of the Gas Company s 
business, for the past thirty years, answer- 
ing Mr. Burne, explained the system of 
account-keeping in that section. He said 
that by the insertion of a penny in the meter 
fifteen cubic feet of gas was obtained by the 
consumer. At the current rate of 5.55 pence 
per thousand cubic feet the consumer was 
actually entitled to a fraction more than 
fifteen cubic feet for a penny. Hence, when 
the collector cleared the cash-box at the 
meter, if the sum therein was more than the 
scale price of the gas registered, the amount 
in excess was returned to the consumer. If 
the householder placed a two shilling piece in 
the meter as a '“ savings box, it acted only 
as if a penny had been inserted, and she 
would have Is. 11d. returned to her. 


* CONTRADICTORY ”’ 


Mr. Cussen said ‘that was directly con- 
tradictory of what the collector swore on the 
previous day. He had said that when he 
found more money in the box than ought to 
he there, having regard to the register of 
the meter, he makes a note of it, does not 
give back the surplus money to the hirer, 
but he waits until the next reading, and if 
there is less then in the box than ought to 
be he puts one against the other. 

Mr. Cussen added that he thought it very 
wrong for the Gas Company to compel con- 
sumers who had penny-in-the-slot meters to 
pay to the company money stolen out of the 
meters when the theft, was proved in Court, 
and to say that unless it was paid the supply 
of gas would cease. The collector had sworn 
that it was his practice to hold over any 
money found in the box which exceeded the 
sum registered, until the next reading. If 
that was done then the accounts were kept 
in a haphazard manner 

Mr. Burne said that the company was 
acting under statutory powers in everything 
wa did in connection with the matter, and 
under legal contract which had been upheld 
by the Court of Appeal in England to be 
perfectly valid. 

Mr. Waldron said that no written demand 
notice was served on a consumer if the deficit 
was under ls. 9d. All the gas-meters were 
tested by the official authority appointed by 
the Ministry of Industry and Commerce— 
the Dublin Corporation—before fitting. The 
consumer was entitled to have his meter tested 
at any time if he doubted the accuracy of its 
registration. If it was found to be register- 
ing incorrectly it would be immediately 
removed. :

MONEY PAID 


Mr, Cussen said that he had a strong 
opinion on compelling people to pay to the 
company money that was stolen from a meter 
belonging to the company, which was on 
hire, where there had been no default on the 
part of the hirer. On several occasions 
owners had told him that they had paid the 
company the sums that had been taken out 
of the meter. 

Mr. Waldron—I would not accept what the 
thief said as against the reading of the 
meter. 

Mr. Burne said that the system was common 
to all gas companies in the English-speaking 
world. The contract was made, and liability 
accepted for any shortage. It was their 
principle that a customer should not be damni- 
fied by a single halfpenny. 

Mr. Cussen said that a contract was not 
necessarily enforcible because it was made... 
He was satisfied that the Gas Company would 
do everything they could to prevent injustice 
to their customers, but he was not satisfied 
that injustice did not sometimes occur. He 
accepted Mr. Waldron’s evidence that every- 
thing was done to prevent injustice to the 
consumer.

was doing, He was sentenced to four weeks’ 
imprisonment, with hard labour. 
Mr. Cussen complimented Sergeant 
Soughly, Guard Moloney, and Guard Towey 
for the skilful manner in which they had 
handled the case, which was an extremely 
hard one to prove.

TOKIO, Sunday. 


HE Cabinet resigned yesterday 
afternoon, and to-night the 
Emperor commanded General Ugaki, 
formerly Governor-General of Korea, 
to form a Cabinet. The suspension 
of the Diet on Thursday, due to its 
hostility to the Government’s 
policy, the enormous Budget of 
£177,000,000, the increased taxation, 
and especially to the threat of mili 
tary dictation, was followed by two 
days of intense negotiation among 
party leaders and Ministers. 
Admiral Nagano; Minister of the Navy, 
was specially active in urging a compro- 
mise, but General Count Terauchi, 
Minister of War, representing the offended 
Army clique, refused to make any conces- 
sion. 
A final Cabinet meeting yesterday after- 
noon failed to find solution. Then Mr. 
Hirota, the Premier, went to the Palace 
and laid the Cabinet’s resignation before 
the Emperor. 


EMPEROR’S ACTION 


This morning the Emperor sent Mr. 
Yuasa, Lord Privy Seal, to consult the 
aged elder statesman, Prince Saionji, who 
is staying at Okitsu, and unable to return 
to Tokio owing to his recent illness. Prince 
Saionji has recommended every Premier 
for the past twenty years. 

On his return Mr. Yuasa went straight 

to the Palace. After hearing Prince 
Saionji’s report the Emperor ordered 
General Ugaki to form the Cabinet. The 
latter, says the Domei Agency, is spending 
the week-end at a health resort near 
Nagaoka, but was expected to reach Tokio 
to-night. : 
The question is now, will the Army 
accept’ General Ugaki? According to the 
Asahi Shimbun the Army do not favour 
him. 
The Army especially complains that the 
Diet, having been elected before the Tokio 
mutiny, is out of tune with actual condi- 
tions. Hence its demand for a dissolution 
and a new Diet to ensure “ true repre- 
sentation of the people’s opinion and 
wishes as regards national administra- 
tion.””’.

BELFAST, Saturday. 


The Amalgamated Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, Belfast, to-day 
issued a statement regarding their demand 
for an increase in wages. The bakers 
claim is for an increase of 10s. per week 
on present rates of 72s. for day work, 
plus 6s. extra for night work. ‘* Tn 
making this demand,’’ says the statement, 
“we have in mind the skill Ap non in 
the many and varied branches of the trade, 
the demands which continuous night work 
make on their health, as well as the wages 
paid our members in other parts of Ire- 
land. 

“ On this latter point let us quote a few 
typical examples: At Cork we are’ paid 
95s. for a 44-hour week. At Waterford 
96s. for a 46-hour week. At Dublin, where 
we recently secured an increase of 4s. 6d., 
wages are 89s. 6d. per week as minimum, 
and £5 2s. for ovenmen, all daylight work, 
and in addition we enjoy twelve days’ 
holiday with pay annually. Again, night 
work will be abolished by law as from 
February 1, 1937. 

“ But we think the most outstanding 
case is that of Limerick, where the wages 
are 90s. per week and the price of bread 
is 5d. per 2lb. loaf. And a further and 
most important point is that production 
per man is almost twice as high in Belfast 
as it is in the’ rest of Ireland, and the 
major portion of the goods is produced 
there by skilled labour, while female and 
semi-skilled labour work is not employed 
to anything like the extent it is used in 
Belfast.’’

GAIN I have had evidence of the care 
one needs to exercise in driving a 
car from Lincoln place in the direction of 
Fenian street.

The drivers tend to 
cut the corner, not in a way that looks 
terribly dangerous i» a spectator on foot, 
but yet badly enough to leave insufficient 
room for a car that has just reached the 
edge of Westland row. 

Drivers with experience of this corner 
now hug the edge of the pavement in 
Lincoln place and prepare to stop 
instantly they see, or sense, a bus coming 
out of Westland row. 

This a corner which really should be 
widened. One of those artificial lamp- 
posts in the middle of the road would 
eliminate the corner-cutting danger, but 
as traffic sweeps round here in ali sorts 
of curves it might be more trouble than 
assistance.

Similarly, the ser- 
vice of the external debt of the Federal 
Government of Brazil, as prescribed by the 
Decree of February, 1934, has been carried 
out in full; but in spite aí strong protests 
neither the State of Bahia nor the Munici- 
pality of Bello Horizonte has taken steps to 
end the state of default. 


BRAZIL AND COFFEE 


It is pointed ont that Brazil has benefited 
from a rise of about 12 per cent. in the price 
of coffee, and if the -rumoured agreement 
with other South American producers 
materialises coffee prices should be raised 
still farther.

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BACON FIRMER 
From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


A rather better undercurrent has been 
noticeable in the Provision Market in this 
centre during the past week, and quotations 
for most commodities have shown a harden- 
ing tendency. There were again exceptionally 
heavy shipments of eggs from Denmark ars 
Sweden to Northern: ports last week-end, and 
consignments of butter were also larger, but 
there was a slight falling off in the quantity 
of bacon. Following reports of severe snow- 
storms in Denmark during the early part of 
the week the bacon market was considerably 
firmer and factors 
all cures for the time being. The market 
closed firm. Spot prices for Irish were 2s. 
dearer, and at the weekly meeting of the 
local Bacon Committee English and Polish 
were advanced 28., Danish 2s. to 4s., Swedish 
Zs. and Dutch 2s. to 3s. per ewt. At the 
annual meeting of the Manchester Chamber 
of Commerce an important report was sub- 
mitted by the produce section, in which at- 
tention was specially directed to the bacon 
position. Regarding bacon, it was pointed 
out that 10,670,000 cwts., on which the quota 
is fixed, is still inadequate. and, in the opinion 
of the section, quite insufficient to meet the 
changed conditions of to-day. This figure, 1t 
is emphasised, was not intended to be a per- 
manent and final assessment of the quantity 
of bacon consumed in this country, and a 
strong case, it was asserted, had been made 
out for additional supplies. The increase in 
the adult population, the reduction in unem- 
ployment ha the improved purghasing power 
of the public justified an increase in the total 
supply. Failing this prices were bound to 
remain on a high level, thus increasing the 
burdens of those sections of the public least 
able to bear it. Continuing, it was pointed 
out that the future of the pig and bacon 
marketing schemes was at present uncertain, 
and, although very favourable terms were 
offered for 1937, contract producers had failed 
to supply the number of pigs required by 
the curers, and the Bacon Marketing Board 
had exercised its option to make the contracts 
null and void, The Danish official quotation 
for butter has this week been wired five kroner 
higher, and “ top ” now stands at 193 kroner 
per 100 kilos; at the corresponding period 
of jast year the figure was kroner, and 
in 1935 204 kroner. Little new to report in 
the general position, but a steady feeling was 
reported for both Continental and Colonial 
makes, The egg market shows signs of re- 
covery and closes a Be: dearer for both 
Irish and home produced.

I have little love for the U.S.S-R. and 


all its works, 
sympathy for Karl Bernardovitch Radek, 
whose trial on a charge of high treason 
opened in Moscow on Saturday. 


Like most of tne Russian leaders, he. 


has changed his name—from Sobelsohn to 


Radek. He is a Polish Jew, born in Lwow . 


in 1885. His devotion to the cause of 
revc'ution has been entirely selfless. It 
began in 1901, but barely had got under 
way when he was forced to fly from Russia 
and settle in Berlin, where, with Rosa 
Luxembourg, he founded the left wing of 
the German Social Democratic Party. He 
worked for Communism also in Switzer- 
land and Sweden. 

Returning to Russia after the Revolu- 
tion, he was expelled from the Communist 
Party in 1925 for the usual reason— 
“ Trotskyism.”’ But, unlike Trotsky, he 
got back in 1930, to become chief leader: 
writer on -the Izvestia and the leading 
Soviet writer on foreign affairs,

Here is how Mr. R. H. Bruce Lockhart 
paints the picture of “ our chief delight. 
among the commissars ”’: 

‘“ A little man with a huge head, pro- 
truding ears, clean-shaven face, with 
spectacles, and a large mouth with yellow, 
tobacco-stained teeth, from which a huge 
pipe was never absent, he was always 
dressed in a quaint drab-coloured Norfolk 
suit with knickers and leggings. . . . 

‘“ He looked like a cross between a pro- 
fessor and a bandit. . . 

“Of his intellectual brilliance, how- 
ever, there was no doubt. He was the 
virtuoso of Bolshevik journalism, and his 
conversation was as sparkling as his lead- 
ing articles. He was a Puck, full of 
malice and with a delightful sense of 
humour. He was the Bolshevik- Lord 
Beaverbrook.’’

Dublin Distilleries 


I notice that two of Dublin’s distilleries 
are working this winter. But the spirits 
they produce this year will not be con- 
sumed for a long time yet. As a matter 
of fact, the whiskey, when it is placed in 
oak casks, some of which formerly con- 
tained sherry, will remain maturing in 
revenue-bonded warehouses for at least 
seven years. 

Irish distillers have never been tempted 
to place immature spirit on the market. 
Their policy has always been to age it in 
the wood; and it is this lengthy and 
costly process which imparts the delect- 
ably mellow flavour and bouquet for 
which “Irish ” is world-famous. 

Just before the Great War five Dublin 
distilleries worked at least nine months 
every year, and at one time there were 
fourteen busy distilleries in the city. 


Self-Defence 


Mention of whiskey reminds me of those 
curious appendages to every bottle—or 
nearly every bottle—of ‘‘ Scotch ” through- 
out the Near East. 

Everybody who has ever entered a bar 
in a Mediterranean port, or on an 
eastward-‘bound ship, has noticed that 
‘‘Scotch’’ is almost invariably poured 
from a bottle fitted with a curious-looking 
gadget on the mouth. It is a sort of 
valve: and the idea is that, while it offers 
no hindrance to the egress of the whiskey, 
it prevents any admission of water, or 
methylated spirit, or any of those liquids 
with which whiskey has been known to be 
diluted. 

Seasoned travellers tell me that nobody 
in the Orient drinks Scotch from a bottle 
which is not so fitted—for obvious 
reasons. 

Sometimes I wish that our own distillers 
bottled their own admirable produce, and 
sealed the bottles with a similar gadget. 
I have known a few ‘‘ pubs ’’—even a few 
country hotels—but that is another story! 


The Salmon Hatcheries 


Quite a.number of substantial fish have 
been taken since the rivers opened. One 
notably large salmon has been landed by 
Lady Stewart. 

The outlook for February Ist is 
promising; for I understand that there 
are plenty of salmon in the Liffey and 
the Boyne. Which reminds me that I 
never seem to remember the Boyne look- 
ing so attractive as it did the other day, 
when in flood at Kilcarne Bridge. 

The Department of Fisheries has given 
over control of the Blackcastle hatchery, 
I hear, to Sir Alexander Maguire and 
Mr. Bertram Fitzherbert. According to 
report, hatchery operations there have 
beer. successful. Particularly so has been 
the brown trout hatchery at Lough Owell. 
A large number of ova have been pro- 
duced, and the Westmeath lakes have 
been restocked. 

It seems that there is a tremendous 
demand for brown trout all over Ireland. 


Old Mountjoy

January, and ought to be as pleasant a 
function as ever. Invitations, I am told, 
have been issued to the members of the 
trial teams, and it is hoped that the names 
of the international team to play against 
England will be announced in the course 
of the evening.

T woúld be hard for anyone who gives 
[ serious thought to the matter to be 
otherwise than. perturbed about the 
meas state of music. When I say state 
mean to imply its general influence on the 
public mind, and that mind particularly 
refers to the rising generation. e genera- 
tion which grew up amidst the concert 
atmosphere as the medium of musical educa- 
tion and enjoyment still clings with a whole- 
hearted loyalty to the old idea; but, even 
now, that generation. growing older of 
necessity, has not the energy to carry out 
the dictates of its loyalty, and salves its 
conscience by straying away from the concert 
halls to listen-in to the best music from the 
depths of an armchair. 

n the old days concerts were virtually the 
sole means of winter recreation in, country 
and city; in fact, they were events eagerly 
anticipate] by every class of society, and 
diosa the talent available, particularly at 
country concerts, was somewhat artistically 
doubtful in character, yet audiences 
thoroughly enjoyed its doubtfulness. If 
the teno: threw his high notes along with 
his love sighs at the moon, and rolled his 
eyes in the abandon of his emotion, he could 
al least be dubbed the finest comedian on the 
piogramme. If little Mary Anne swallowed 
hard and often in her elocution of '“ Mary 
had a littsae Lamb,’’ and eventually dis- 
anreared oí. stage with a too realistic inter- 
pretation of the little Jamb, she could rest 
assured of a sympathetic “hand ” ‘rom the 
audience, and an assurance frum her teacher 
—‘* Never mind dear, youll do better next 
time.”’ 


Change and Confusion 


Alas! all that great interest and kindly 
appreciation is fast dwindling from our midst 
before the steady tyranny of modern thought 
and invention. The leisurely life that 
allowed this graciousness of outlook has 
given place to a tyrannical topsy- 
turveydom of speed, and with speed comes 
swift change. We have only time to glance 
and pass on, there is so much more to be 
seen in this short life. There are cinemas 
everywhere, large and small, which, by their 
speed of development, are fast absorbing the 
very bedrock of our former entertainment by 
music. They, too, have their music, their 
monster organs, the programmes of which 
are more generally devoted to that insidious 
invention of the so-called modern musical 
mind, “ swing music,” than to that music to 
which the older generation listened with so 
much pieasure when played on that dignified 
instrument, without its modern addition of 
drums, cmybals and the cat-call wailings of 
asthmatic saxophones. ‘‘Swing music” 
should return to the dance hall—its birth- 
place. Even then there is a doubt if it ever 
had a right to claim a domicile there, or in 
any country which claims any form of a high 
cultural outlook on life. Its intention may 
claim to be rhythmical, but when placed 
side by side in comparison with the stateli- 
ness of time-honoured dances its ugliness be- 
comes all the more glaring through their 
beauty. 

Is it any wonder, then, that the musical 
mind of the rising generation is inclined to 
become confused? Is it anything strange 
should its appreciation of all that which 1s 
noble and pleasant in the old music become 
vitiated? Cinemas, swing music, dances— 
all these have many sins to be laid on their 
doorsteps where music is concerned. The 
prices charged are within the reach of vir- 
tually the poorest. Competition has produced 
this, So, too, has the fact that, whereas 
formerly the wage-earners mostly came from 
the Hn é sex, to-day even the very youngest 
of the fair sex are immune from parental 
dependence, and form practically seventy-five 
per cent. of any cinema audience. 
' But, then, I suppose it is useless to 
“‘rrouse’* at this progressive age, except 
that, if it be so progressive as for ever to 
submerge the greatest of all the arts, some .pro- 
test, some effort should be made to redeem, if 
not all, at least some of its former popularity. 
Such effort will only succeed if all those who 
are genuinely interested in music. act in a 
concerted manner to stem the flagging in- 
terest. 


Joseph Robinson 


I have come across some records of great 
interest to Dublin musicians about Joseph 
Robinson which are not generally known. 
When Mendelssohn was holding band re- 
hearsals at Birmingham for the original pro- 
duction of “ Elijah,” in 1846, Robinson met 
him, and suggested to him that he should 
orchestrate the famous “ Hear my Prayer.” 
To this Mendelssohn readily assented, and he 
did - so, adapting himself to Robinson’s 
orchestra in Dub in—hence the scoring for 
“small orchestra.’ In sending his manu- 
script to his London publisher, Mendelssolin 
wrote (in English): “I send _ to-day 
an orchestra score. of my . hymn, 
which I hope will reconcile you 
to the trouble you had for my and my 
alterations’ sake.’’ The first performance of 
‘‘Hear my Prayer,” in its orchestral form, 
took place in the Antient Concert Rooms, 
Dublin, on 21st December, 1848 

There is another record which has some 
bearing upon the subject matter of the open- 
ing of this article. When Robinson was pre- 
sented with an address and a purse of one 
hundred sovereigns by the Dublin Musical

Society, the gold was returned by him with 
warm expressions of gratitude, and with the 
following words: “ While 1 think a profes- 
sional man should expect his fair remunera- 
tion, yet his chief object may be something 
higher and nobler—the advancement of. art 
in his: native city.” These were the words 
of a noble and single-minded musician, who 
placed his-art before personal gain. 


Royal Dublin Society 


This afternoon and evening the guest 
artists at the Society’s Recitals will be 
William Primrose, the world renowned viola 
player. He and Lionel Tertis share the 
honours for the. great pioneering work they 
have done to raise this instrument from a 
component instrument of the orchestra to its 
present high level as a solo instrument. The 
way of all pioneers is a stony one, but per- 
severance and musicianship have won the day. 
Tertis says that Primrose is without a peer 
in his virtuosity and musicianship on this 
instrument. He is no stranger to us in Dublin, 
and his return to us so soon is evidence of 
the great popularity he enjoys in Dublin 
musical circles. He is assured of full houses 
in the Ballsbridge Members’ Hall at both 
concerts. As usual, his programme is arranged 
so as to show off.the capabilities of his be. 
loved instrument, and I hope that many will 
be listening to him, who will come to the 
decision that they might well endeavour to 
follow his example.

“We have now an Act,” said Mr. Dundon, 
Limerick, “ which, in‘ my opinion, will even- 
tually help to produce a decent article of food, 
but I would remind you it is impossible to 
expect that that ideal is going to be reached 
in one or two years. li we get a proper 
interpretation of the Act working in five 
years we will be doing very well. ‘The people 
of Dublin, 1 am sure, do not want the whole- 
sale slaughter of people in the milk trade, 
but they are determined on a campaign for 
pure milk, purely and simply, and this Act 
will help towards it, and it is for you to help 
where you find people are not inclined to be 
amenable to the law.’’ 7 i $ 
Mr. Cussen, replying to the various points 
raised, said that all sampling officers under 
the new regulations must be first appointed 
by the local authority and then sanctioned 
by the Minister, so that it was wrong to 
suggest that existing inspectors automatically 
became sampling officers under the new Act. 
Regarding tests for milk, he said if they 
had pasteurisers in every creamery they 
would have very little tuberculosis. Those 
on the Register under the 1908 Act now 
autcmatically dropped out, but a new 
register would be ready by July, and new 
applications should be made for registration. 
In the meantime, the authority of veterinary 
officers to inspect premises would apply, and 
a report on the suitability of each applicant 
for inclusion under the new register would 
have to be furnished before the applicant 
was approved, If they were, however, to 
rush matters, 99 per cent. of milk retailers 
would be out of business, which was not 
contemplated, and hence inspectors must act 
with discretion.

* POLICY 


THREEFOLD OBJECT OF 
ORGANISATION 


MANIFESTO issued by the Irish 
A Christian Front sta.ea:—‘‘ It was not 

until the outbreak of civil war in 
Spain, in Juty last year, that Ireland was 
brought into close touch with the Com- 
munist menace. For a time the Spanish war 
was looked upon here merely as an ordinary 
civil war beiween two opposing political 
factions. which was being waged with un- 
vsual savagery. 


tween belief in God and disbelief in God. 
For Christians it is a war between Christ and 
anti-Christ. and Ireland's intercst and 
sympathy in that war must be measured in 
direct ratio to the belief of her people in 
Christianity. 
‘‘In the first month of the war in Spain 
Communists, local and in.ported, were vocal 
here in support of the ‘Reds’ and had the 
audacity to speak and send telegrams to 
foreign countries in the name of Ireland. The 
public condemned this campaign, but no 
effort was made to counter it. So successful 
had it been that on the 21st August last, 
from a Communist meeting here, sympathy 
and material and financial support were sent 
to the Reds in Spain in the name of Ireland. 
Ireland was being threatened at home and 
dishonoured abroad by the disciples of 
Moscow, while political jealousies kept public 
men from taking any action in the matter. 


ORGANISATION 


“In the five months of its existence the 
Irish Christian Front has been organised in 
nearly every county in Ireland and has ful- 
filled its object in regard to Spain to a degree 
wholly bevond expectations. It has sent out, 
roughly, £8,000 worth of medical supplies 
and has placed orders with contractors for a 
further £25,000. It has sent representatives 
to Spain to organise transpcrt and delivery 
of these goods and to report on the war and 
its causes. 

“The justification of the Irish Christian

INSTITUTE

At the annual general meeting of the Insti- 
tute of Journalists (Dublin and Irish Associa- 
tion District), held on Saturday night at the 
Moira Hotel, Dublin, Mr. H. G. (. 
Legge (/rish Independent), outgoing Chair- 
man, presided. Mr J. R. Molloy t/rish 
Times) was elected Chairman, and Mr. J. 
V. O'Mahony (/rish Preas), Vice-Chairman, 
for the ensuing year. 

Mr. J. P. Rooney said that the minutes re- 
ferred to the minimum salary question. He 
proposed that an Economic Section Commit- 
tee be appointed to deal with that question. 

Mr. T. A. Stodart, who said that the pro- 
posal was an excellent one,» seconded the 
motion, which was adopted. 

The Chairman, Mr. Legge, said that he had 
been up>raided by journalists, who declared 
that the Institute was not doing what it could 
for journalists. The committee had been 
dealing with the matter .of the agreement 
with the managers, and the question of sala- 
ries would have to be tackled. He suggested 
the organisation of entertainments to create 
the foundation of a minimum fund of £3,000 
‘vhich was required to put a pensions sciucme 
in operation, 

Mr. J. J. Meagan said that it was time 
that the Institute of Journalists did some- 
thing for night workers, whose position 
seemed to be absolutely forgotten. They 
should consider the question of salaries, ith 
a very definite line of demarcation between 
the day and the night worker.

ful means any open or secret attempt or in- 
fluence, by word or writing or action, tending 
to undermine Christianity in Ireland or to 
hinder or render void the practical applica- 
tion of its principles to social and economic 
life. 

“The Irish Christian Front includes men 
and women of every political party, but as 
an organisation it does not touch, or de- 
sire to touch, questions of pure party 
politics, nor does it put forward any political 
programme or support any one political party 
rather than another. 


CHRISTIAN MORALITY 


“ Religion-—— While recognising the need for 
the toleration of freedom of religious worship, 


propaganda against the fundamental truths 
of Christianity or its basic institutions, be 
this propaganda open or secret, direct or im- 
direct; and we hold that such attacks on 
these fundamental - truths and institutions 
should be prohibited by law and sternly sup- 
pressed. We shall insist on the rights of the 
Church in spiritual and mixed matters being 
duly recognised, so that religion may take its 
roper and rightful place in our social system. 
Ve believe that the public authorities should 
give a full co-operation in the work of the 
Church in the matter of preserving Christian 
morality, and that attacks on morality in 
matters of sex in books, cinema, theatre, etc., 
should not be ‘tolerated in a Christian society 
under any plea of liberty. 

“ Political Life—We believe that the 
fundamental law—or Constitution—of a 
Christian society should itself be openly, 
clearly and unequivocally Christian, in letter 
and in spirit; and we reject any abandon- 
ment of prindple on the pie of a false 
liberty and a false tolerance. We hold that 
this fundamental law should enshrine the 
basic Christian principles pertaining to poli- 
tical, social and economic life. 

‘‘ Social organisations—We advocate the 
establishment as far as possible of a re- 
organisation of citizens on the basis of occu- 
ational or vocational groups, such groups to 
w self-governing and independent of the 
State, but to be given that authority which is 
their rightful due to enable them to contri- 
bute to the common good. 


SOCIAL SERVICES 


“These groups should be given power and 
means to look after the social services as 
these touch their own members, to regulate 
conditions of labour contracts, to act as 
arbitrators in labour disputes to regulate 
production, in quantity and quality, ete. 
‘‘In the economic sphere—We defend an 
economic system based.on the right of the 
citizens to own private property in productive 
goods; but we consider that the social duties 
of private go its use, and especially the 
use of surplus wealth, are matters oí vital and 
primary concern to the State, 
““ As a fundamental feature of a Christian 
economic system we defend a family dk, 
wage for a normal day's work of the norma 
adult man as the minimum, and an economi- 
cally just wage for both men.and women, 
“ We advocate an equitable distribution of 
the annual income between (a) the various 
factors of production and exchange; (b) the 
various branches of economic life (industry, 
agriculture, commerce, finance, etc.) ; (c) the 
cities and towns and the rural districts.”’

JAPANESE GOVERNMENT'S 
PROTEST TO SOVIET 
From REUTER 8 CoRRESPONDENT. 

MOSCOW, Sunday. 


A protest against the visit of Soviet 
Russian frontier authorities to two 
Japanese vessels in Vladivostok Harbour 
was made by Mr. M. Shigemitsu, Coun- 
sellor of the Japanese Embassy here, to

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DOMINICAN’S ATTACK 
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The Protestant Church in Ireland to-day 
was reaping the whirlwind of its own folly, 
said the Very Rev. M, P. Cleary, O.P., in 
the course of a sermon on behalf of the 
Catholic Protection and Rescue Society of 
Ireland, which he preached at the last Mass 
in St. Saviour’s Church, Dominick street, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

In 1930, said the preacher, the Bishops of 
the Irish Protestant Church, by giving their 
official blessing, at Lambeth, to the unholy 
and unlawful practice of birth control pro- 
claimed a doctrine of race suicide that tended 
to empty the cradle, close the maternity 
home, and sap the vitals of the nation. The 
future of Protestantism in Ireland was in 
eonerey, and it was now realised that empty 
Protestant cradles to-day must mean the is, 
ing of more Protestant churches to-morrow. 
Already Protestant parishes were being amal- 
gamated, Protestant schools all over the 
country had been closed, and several manses

Cnorthodox methods were being employed to 
indyce unfortunate motliers of illegitimate 
children to hand over their offspring to be 
brought up in surroundii gs hostile to the 
Catholic religion. 

In the Protestant proselytising homes in 
Dublin the teaching of the Catholic Church 
was forever made the subject of direct attack. 
Ignoble, unworthy methods were made to 
subvert the Faith of poor mothers. The homes 
of Catholic poor people were being invaded 
by Protestant visitors, who came uninvited to 
bribe poor people with offers of employment 
for themselves, and food and clothing for 
their children, if the parents would forswear 
their religion or allow their children to attend 
Protestant schools. 

The Catholics of Dublin, he said, seemed to 
be ignorant of this insidious campaign. It 
was to their shame that some were even 
ignorant of the existence of the Catholic 
Protection and Rescue Society and the good 
work it was doing. The Society existed to 
protect and rescue, and in one year had saved 
more than 25 :mothers from the hands of 
proseytisers, and it was caring for over 420 
children who were in danger of being: placed 
in Protestant homes.

Five Balkan Portents 2

One of the most interesting and signi- 
ficant events that have occurred in post- 
war Europe was the signing at Belgrade 
yesterday of a pact of ‘eternal friend- 
ship’’ between Yugo-Slavia and Bulgaria. 
The word “eternal” in relation to Balkan 
pacts has been used many a time and oft, 
and the cynic will recall the days of the 
Balkan squabbles, shortly before the World 
War, when States were as ready to change 
sides—for a consideration—as they were 
to change their leaders. Nevertheless, 
however liberally the idea of eternity may 
be interpreted, the mere fact that Yugo- 
Slavia and the Bulgars have agreed on 
anything is remarkable. These two Balkan 
nations have a tradition of mutual] enmity 
that is as bitter as that between Germany 
and France. For generations Serb and 
Bulgar have been at daggers drawn— 
the daggers have been used on both sides 
with much effect—and for many years 
after the end of the World War they 
remained in a state of suspended 
hostilities. Bulgaria was left high and 
dry as a result of the peace treaties. She 
had had the misfortune to choose the 
josing side in consequence of Germany’s 
glittering victories in the field during the 
early stages of the War, and when the end 
came she lost a considerable amount of 
territory. Furthermore, she was left out 
of all the pacts and understandings by 
means of which the States of Central and 
South-Eastern Europe have been seeking 
to consolidate their positions during the 
last ten or twelve years. Bulgaria became, 
to all intents and purposes, the pariah of 
the Balkans, and her plight, economically 
as well as politically, was parlous. She 
was surrounded by potential enemies. 
Yugo-Slavia and Rumania, both of whom 
had profited at her expense after the War, 
allied themselves with Czechoslovakia in 
the Little Entente, which, in turn, re- 
insured itself by agreements with France 
and Russia. Yugo-Slavia and Rumania 
also came to terms with the Greeks and 
the Turks, with the result that, for the 
time being at any rate, the whole Balkan 
Peninsula became a happy family, with 
the solitary exception of the unhappy 
Bulgarians. 

Now that Bulgaria has been brought 
into the fold, it will be of interest to 
watch how events in the Balkans will 
tend to shape themselves. Germany, here 
as elsewhere, constitutes the greatest 
problem. Her old policy of the thrust 
towards the East—der Drang nach Osten— 
is being pursued today with intensified 
vigour, and Dr. Schacht is playing just 
as prominent a part in its pursuit as 
Herr Hitler himself. The German Foreign 
Office has valuable experience in Balkan 
affairs. It has been working on the 
principle that Balkan friendships are 
brittle bonds, and, although Yugo-Slavia 
has been basing all her foreign policy on 
her alliance with the French, the Germans 
have been doing subtle work in Belgrade 
in an effort to wean the Yugo-Slavs’ affec- 
tions away from Paris. They have been 
buying large quantities of Yugo-Slav 
produce, for which they have been paying 
fairly high prices—in blocked marks—and 
they have been selling to Yugo-Slavia in 
return manufactured goods, consisting 
mainly of various kinds of materials of 
war. In this way the Germans have been 
striving to drive a wedge between Yugo- 
Slavia and the Czechoslovaks, hoping to 
exert such economic pressure will 
compel the Yugo-Slavs to follow the lead 
of the Wilhelmstrasse. Germany’s latest 
allies, the Italians, also have been working 


as 


in Belgrade against French influence. 
Although every Yugo-Slav, whether he be 
a Serb, a Croat or a-Slovene, hates the 


Italians with an unholy hatred, the com- 
bined efforts of Rome and Berlin have not 
been without result, and there even was a 
rumour recently that an alliance might be 
made between Yugo-Slavia and Hungary, 
which, if it should come to pass, would 
place the Southern Slavs definitely inside 
the Italo-German sphere of influence. At 
the moment there seems to be a»lull in all 
this diplomatic and economic activity in 
the Balkans. - Needless to say, the French 
have not been altogether idle. Their object 
is to link up the entire Balkan Peninsula, 
via the Little Entente, with Paris and 
Moscow; and Yugo-Slavia’s pact with 
Bulgaria. would suggest that they have 
achieved substantial success. In the long 
run, of course, the Balkan States will act 
entirely in their own. interests. If they 
should believe that the Franco-Russian 
group is the strdnger, all Germany’s well- 
laid schemes will be in vain; but they all 
are capable of a twenty-four hour conver- 
sion from one side to the other, being 
unaffectedly free from any respect for 
treaties or pledges.

Hope for the Idle 


Everybody knows that unemployment isa 
disease which saps the bodily and moral 
health of society. Many are beginning to 
realise that it is the nursery of unrest, 
threatening upheavals. Few, however, 
recognise a duty to mitigate its severity 
by immediate social action. When 5,829 
British manufacturers were asked to reply 
to a questionnaire on the subject, only 
1,763 complied. In the English Review 
Mr. 8S. P. B. Mais gives an account of one 
admirable work which has been undertaken 
in some parts of Britain to ease the lot of 
the idle and to restore them to fitness. 
Strange to say, this entitled 
“Occupational Clubsfor the Unemployed,” 
has met opposition from Labour that has 
proved as serious an obstacle as the mere 
indifference of other classes. The plan is 
simple. Clubs are formed in which idle 
men meet men who are in employment, and 
these jointly carry on workshops or classes 
in which such crafts as cobbling and the 
The un-

mending of furniture are taught. 
employed man who learns to mend his 
boots and clothes for himself is 
relieved immediately of a hardship due to 
the exiguity of the ‘‘ dole.’’ Yesterday he 
had just enough money to feed his family, 
but boot repairs meant restriction of ex- 
penditure on food—either that, or the poor 
folk went in leaky footwear. To-day he is 
able to help himself in thisand other little 
ways. At the same time he has derived 
more important benefits.

Libel 


No one is completely satisfied with the 
law of libel as it stands at present in 
Great Britain and Ireland. Newspapers 
have the least cause for satisfaction, as it 
frequently happens that, the law as it now 
stands is used as an intimidatory weapon 
against the publication of what otherwise 
would be interesting news or comment. 
Even novelists have been subjected to 
vexatious: action in the Law Courts, and 
some of them have suffered severe 
financial loss, because they have in- 
advertently used the names of actual 
persons. The subject has been under con- 
sideration by the Empire Press Union for 
some time, and a private member’s bill is 
before the House of Commons at the 
moment. The Union suggests nothing 
which would give the newspapers in these 
countries anything akin to the licence of 
American or French newspapers, but only 
such a modification of the existing law as 
would prevent the taking of gambling pro- 
ceedings in the Law Courts, As Sir 
Stanley Reed stated at the annual general 
meeting of the Union a few days ago, what 
was needed was a strong libel law for the 
protection of the public.

Tramcatrs 


An official of the Manchester Branch of 
the Transport and General Workers’ Union 
has stated that, in his opinion, it would 
be unwise to scrap Manchester’s trams in 
their entirety. From his own long experi- 
ence of transport in the city he knew that 
there was a large section of the public 
which preferred the tram to the omnibus. 
In an interview with a representative of 
the Manchester Guardian the official in 
question put the strong case for the 
trams that they were “ steadier, safer, 
more comfortable and cleaner’’ than the 
omnibus ; and, furthermore, that the men 
who now were working on trams showed 
every desire to stay where they were. Later 
the official denied that trams were a cause 
of congestion—stationary vehicles and slow- 
moving commercial traffic were responsible 
for that—he pointed out that the life of a 
tram was considerably longer than that of 
an omnibus; suggested that when an 
omnibus breaks down it cannot be re- 
started without the service of a skilled 


In a fog the tram has an overwhelming 
advantage over the omnibus. It may be 
slow, but it is very sure. We have little 
knowledge of the tramway service in Man- 
chester; but it must be considerably 
different to the Dublin system if a respon- 
sible official can find so many agreeable 
things to say about it. There is nothing to 
choose between the interior of a Dublin 
tram and of a Dublin omnibus; and their 
respective degrees of steadiness and of 
safety are about equal. The tram, con- 
fined to one course, may be as dangerous 
as the omnibus with unlimited scope. So 
far we have disagreed gently with the 
union official ; but, when he suggests that 
the broken- down omnibus is more of a 
nuisance than the broken-down tram, we 
must leave him altogether. A tram off the 
rails in Dawson street may have an 
influence over traffic in Rathmines road. 
The assertion that trams do not cause 
congestion is equally fallacious, and by 
now it must be abundantly obvious why the 
Manchester Transport Committee is deter- 
mined on the omnibus.

MR. BALDWIN TO 
CONTINUE 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Sunpay NIGHT. 


SOME wks ago I mentioned that Mr. 

Baldwin was giving consideration to 
the question of retirement after the 
Coronation. It has been known in Con- 
servative circles for months past that the 
Premier was becoming very tired and 
anxious to take a prolonged rest from 
political activity, a rest that could be 
secured only by retirement. During the 
past few days, however, there has been a 
marked change in the political atmosphere, 
and Mr. . Baldwin’s prestige having 
recovered so marvellously by his manage- 
ment of the Constitutional crisis, a number 
of his followers are anxious that he should 
continue in office until the end of the 
present Parliament. In the circumstances, 
it is probable that the Prime Minister 
will yield gracefully to the pressure likely 
to be put upon him by his friends and 
promise to remain in office for anotl..: 
year at least. Much will depend upon the 
state of his health after the labours 
attendant on the Coronation are over,, and 
these will not be light, since they must 
include the Imperial Conference, with ita 
many deliberations and meetings. 


Volunteers for Spain 


The British Government has been doing 
its utmost to stop the trickle of British 
volunteers to Spain, no matter who they 
were or whether they were going to join the 
Government armies or the forces of General 
Franco, but it has been found that the 
operation of the Foreign Enlistment Act 
is not proving effective, and that further 
steps will be necessary if British subjects 
are to be kept at home out of mischief. 
At the present moment a volunteer, if in 
possession of a passport for Spain, can 
. leave this country without trouble and 
travel‘to Spain through France in comfort. 
He cannot be stopped unless the authorities 
know definitely that he is breaking the law. 
This loophole in the Act has been taken 
advantage of by several extremists, a fact 
which has not escaped attention, and 
questions are to be put in the House of 
Commons. 


Empire Settlement 


The most important bill of the week in 
the House of Commons is the Empire 
Settlement Bill, which will be moved for 
second reading to-morrow by Mr. Malcolm 
Macdonald. Its intention is to extend 
for another fifteen years the existing Act, 
due to expire at the end of May, and, 
while it reduces the. maximum annual 
amount to be expended on migration from 
three millions sterling per anum to half 
that sum, it increases the amount which 
might be contributed to any scheme to 75 
per cent. of the total cost. The whole 
question of migration is disappointing. 
and the Government would be willing to 
recommend the larger grant; but it has 
had to recognise that funds formerly avail. 
able have not been used. As a matter of 
fact, in the economic conditions prevailing 
in most of the Dominions their Govern- 
ments are not disposed to offer facilities 
for new settlers, a policy regarded as 
savouring of the short- sighted by many 
politicians here, but one which has to be 
accepted without demur, even though 
other States are casting hungry looks at 
scantily-populated colonies they would 
wish to own. 


Dockyard Dismissals 


Somewhat unexpectedly there will be a 
big debate in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday regarding the dismissal from the 
Royal dockyards of five men for a reason 
which the Government refuses to state, 
It has been generally assumed in parlia- 
mentary circles that, since the Admiralty 
refused information, it certainly had 
thoroughly. goed grounds, for its action, 
and that opinion still prevails. The 
Labour Opposition would like to know the 
reason, but it does not want it told to 
the world unless it can stand the light of 
publicity. Mr. Greerwood is to open the 
attack on the Government, and Mr. Attlee 
will wind up the debate. I understand 
that Sir Samuel Hoare has no. intention 
of yielding to the demand for information 
as to why the Admiralty acted as it did, 
though he may lift the veil sufficiently 
high to give a peep at a situation best 
left unknown to the public. The First 
Lord of the Admiralty will take the gloves 
off in the debate if necessary, since he has 
no fear of the Opposition when occasion 
calls for firmness and, should he do so, 
he will have the full support of the Con- 
servative Party, and possibly of others 
as well, 


Air Armament 


Wednesday will be another interesting 
day in the Commons, as once again the 
question of re-armament will come up for 
discussion, on a motion by Mr. O. E. 
Simmonds, a Conservative, who will move 
that the power of this country to resist air 
attack continues to be inadequate. This 
motion reveals the discomfort felt on the 
Government side of the House in connec- 
tion with the air defence programme, and 
it is not unlikely that the Air Ministry 
will be called upon for another apology 
for unexpected delay in the provision of 
air squadrons. It is known that the pro- 
gramme, as announced by Mr. Baldwin 
months ago, is about fifty per cent. behind 
schedule, and nobody knows when, or if, 
the deficiency will be made good. This 
will be an occasion when there will be 
some plain speaking from the Government 
benches, and a new white sheet and 
penitentia! candle may have to be pro- 
vided for the Government spokesman. 


Sir Hubert Gough 


There is some little reason to believe 
that in the course of the next few: days 
the vindication of General Sir Hubert 
Gough may be an accepted fact by the 
authorities. I have mentioned that a 
deputation is to wait upon the Prime 
Minister at the House of Commons this 
week; but, apart from that, there are 
rumours that a P eerage may be offered to 
the great Irish soldier at an early date.

N eloquent appeal to Germany to 

co-operate in the political and 
economic appeasement of Europe was 
made by M. Blum, the French 
Premier, here to-day, before the 
greatest Popular Front gathering 
since the accession of the Government 
to power last May. 
M. Blum spoke at a banquet of over 
2,000 people. : 
M. Blum made it clear that France 
sought a solution of the Franco-German 
problem within the framework of a general 
European settlement, and that economic 
and political agreements could not be con-

sidered apart. A convention for the limita- 
tion and progressive reduction of arma- 
ments must necessarily be a part of the 
general settlement of European problems. 
After referring to Mr. Eden’s statement 
that what was needed was the will to co- 
operate, M. Blum declared “ that, will 
exists unanimously in France. If Ger- 
many shows also her will to co-operate, 
we are ready to work with her and all 
other nations. In common effort we will 
let ourselves’ be surpassed by no one, and 
we cannot conceive anything happier for 
Europe than a noble emulation which 
would be established for peace.”’ 


STABILITY 


Continuing, M. Blum said: “ We have 
not limited ourselves to fighting the 
dangers of war, but tried all possible ways 
to bring Europe to a state of stability, 
order, concord and solidarity on which 
peace can be solidly founded.” ! 
France, he said, could not remain an 
indifferent spectator in Europe as a 
member faithful to its principles. France 
had friends with whom she remained in 
complete solidarity and obligations to 
which she remained faithful. The objective 
was a settlement as a whole of European 
problems. France had shown that in 
order to reach this objective she was 
ready for the frankest contribution, and 
was most disinterested, but it was only with 
a view to a general settlement, or within 
the boundaries of a general settlement, that 
France sought a solution of the Franco. 
German problem, 

M. Blum thought that such a settlement 
was possible, but he was of the opinion 
that at present such a possibility depended 
essentially on Germany. | 


ECONOMIC PROBLEMS 


“ We at present see Germany,’’ he said, 
“ using all her science and organisation, 
and all her power and national will to 
surmount grave economic difficulties. The 
idea, therefore, spontaneously occurs to 
many minds of a sort of exchange contract 
under the terms of which Germany would 
receive economic assistance in return ‘for 
satisfactory participation in a pacific 
settlement of the European situation. 

“I don’t think we should propose a 
deal to Germany,” M. Blum added. 

“ We put ourselves on guard against 
suspecting the will for peace proclaimed 
by Hitler on solemn occasions,’’ he said, 
Bow how in present conditions, M, Blum 
continued, when the peoples are used to 
successive periodic shocks, and with 
armament rivalry greater than before the 
War, could economic agreements be 
thought of as separate from political. 
agreements ? 

It was, therefore, necessary that there 
should be a connection between economic 
co-operation, on the one hand, and pacific 
organisation, and the stopping of the arms 
race on the other. This connection was 
equally obvious inversely. 


ARMAMENTS 


“I am convinced,’ said M. Blum, 
“that excess of armaments will oblige 
Kurope to reconsider the question of dis- 
armament, ‘A convention for the limita- 
tion and progressive reduction of arma- 
ments must necessarily be a part of the 
general settlement of European problems ; 
but the manufacture of arms to-day takes 
such an important. place in national 
industries that it would probably be im- 
posible to order a stoppage of arms 
manufacture purely and simply without 
exposing oneself to a grave internal 
crisis.’’ : ' 
“It was, perhaps, impossible to-day,”’ 
said M. Blum, “to envisage a political 
convention on disarmament without a 
complementary international economic 
agreement. 

“Mr. Kden had said that what was 
needed was the will to co-operate—an in- 
contestable will, That will,” said M. Blum, 
‘‘ exists unanimously in France. .

M. Blam added that his ambition was

been assembling their impressions, and 
they are now on their way to this country 
to complete their report. Their task has 
been one of very great difficulty. All the 
—— evidence has proved—what had 
ong been suspected—that His Majesty’s 
Government cannot expect the Jews, who 
are haunted by the tragedy of Eastern 
Europe, to accept a compromise, and that 
nothing less than the repudiation of the 
Balfour Declaration will satisfy the 
Mufti, or the young Arab Nationalists. In 
these circumstances, all that the Manda- 
tory Power can do is to find its. own 
solution for the troubles of Palestine, to 
impose it, and, above all, to stick to it. 
But while the evidence publicly submitted 
to the Royal Commission leads directly to 
this conclusion, the picture which it 
gives of the causes of the recent troubles 
in Palestine is clearly incomplete. Many 
points still remain obscure. Granted that 
such uncompromising elements 
Zionists and the Arabs were certain to 
collide it was surely the business of the 
local Administration, which represents the 
Mandatory Power, to anticipate and pre- 
vent or, at least, restrict the conflict. The 
members of the Royal Commission have 
doubtless made good use of their 
secret sessions to discover how it was that 
a riot, followed by a general Arab strike, 
was not prevented from degenerating into 
a rebellion, which only collapsed when 
two British divisions, reinforced by their 
reservists, had been concentrated in the 
Holy Land. 

Meanwhile there is only too much evi- 
dence that the more extreme Arab 
politicians are busily preparing for the 
next round. Armed robbery and the ex- 
tortion of “ patriotic’? subscriptions 
under threat of violence have not ceased. 
The attempt on the life of the Arab 
Mayor of Haifa, whose attitude during 
the Arab’ general strike did not 
please the extremists, is another sign 
of the temper which prevails in 
some quarters in Palestine. So is the con- 
tinued importation of rifles. In these cir- 
cumstances it is natural that the report 
should he awaited in this country with 
anxious interest. 

The difficulty of the problem which the 
British Government have to solve is 
universally admitted. The incompatibility 
of temper between Jew and Arab is mor2 
than ever apparent, but there remains a 
widespread and uneasy feeling that past 
indecision in Whitehall and _ excessive 
optimism at Jerusalem are responsible for 
no small part of the troubles which have 
afflicted Palestine and continue to threaten 
its peace

Radek, continuing his evidence from 
yesterday, asserted that one conversation 
was held at an official reception to M. 
Litvinoff, the .Commissar for Foreign 
Affairs, which was held at Spiridonovka 
House. Despite the warning of Judge 
Ulrich to cease mentioning the names. of 
foreign diplomats, Radek continued to do 
so until both Vishinsky; the Public Pro- 
secutor, and the: judge threatened to 
adjourn the Court. 

Radek thereupon said: “I promise 
faithfully, upon my. word, not to mention

He then went on to describe carefully 
a diplomat of “a Far Eastern Power and 
a Central European Power with whom the 
Soviet Union has normal diplomatic but 
not normal political relations.’’ 

Dressed in a drab military tunic, Radek 
eloquently, but with a marked Polish 
accent, gave his evidence, speaking into 
the microplione in front of him. 

The only interruptions came 
Vishinsky . questioned him and 
Radek’s constant sipping of tea.

WAR INEVITABLE 


Radek said that the policy of the 
“- parállel. centre” meant that war was 
inevitable owing to Hitler’s advent, and 
that the Soviet’s defeat was also inevitabl» 
in that war. 

‘I was.convinced of this in 1935,” 
Radek declared. He, therefore, embarked 
on a “ Machiavellian ” policy of a promise 
of the cession of the Ukraine to Germany 
and the region of Amur to Japan, and 
during the war to co-operate with the 
German Military Staff. 

After the war, Radek continued, his 
group hoped that Japano-German hostili- 
ties would weaken the Soviet, whereupon 
another revolution would be possible. 

Earlier in his evidence Radek had 
admitted charges in full against him. 

‘IT am morally and politically respon- 
sible for all the conspiring groups—even 


' those I did not know about.” he said. 


He then went on to accuse Bukharin, 
until recently the editor of ‘the 
Izvestia, the Government newspaper. 

“ He,” added Radek, ‘‘ conspired like I 
did, since he is.the leader of the ‘ Rightest 
Centre’ ”’ 

Radek told the Court in the early part 
of lis evidence how he had received three 
Jetters of instruction from Trotsky on 
foreign policy. 

In the first letter, 
1934, Trotsky wrote that “ Fascism’s 
advent to power in Germany, and the 
aggravation of the situation in the Far 
East, bring closer a war which will 
certainly result in the defeat of the 
U.S.8.R., and will create conditions for 
our bloc’s coming to power. Therefore, the 
oe 18 interested in accelerating the 
clash.

Alderman Mark, who acts as secretary to the 
party, told a reporter that he could not 
divulge what took place, nor the decision 
arrived at. It is believed, however, that it 
was decided to support the proposal of the 
appomtment of Mr, Donnell and Alderman 
babington. 

The matter will come before this week’s 
meeting of the Corporation. 

The agenda for the meeting, which was 
issued on Friday, states that Councillor James 
Gallagher, who is a Unionist member, will 
move that no steps be taken towards the 
appointment of a Town Clerk for at least 
twelve months.

Yesterday Alexander ‘left. the prison with 
four other convicts to start work at the 
prison farm. ‘They were nmiarched across the 
main aoad to the farm, and had begun to 
remove their oilskins in. readiness for work 
when Alexander pulled on his coat again and 
ran out of the building. 

The warder saw him disappear, but had 
to march the other “convictg back to the 
prison before giving the alarm, and half an 
hour elapsed before the prison siren shrieked 
out its warning 


Most of the warders were on week-end leave 
in the village, but the siren brought them 
hurriedly from their homes to the prison, and 


to their emergency posts. Gradually a cordon 
was flung around the prison, until two hun- 
dred warders and police were on duty. | 
All roads were patrolled, and motorists 
within a fifteen miles radius of the prison’ 
were stopped and their cars searched. 
Conditions on the moor were at their worst 
The gale swept pitilessly over the bleak fast-; 
nesses, and heavy rain ana hai) soaked Lhe 
searchers tothe skin. Most of the fields sur-, 
roundin-g the prison had been floodea by a 
month of incessant rain, and it was at first

FOUND IN A SHED 


As the day wore on, with news of the man 
being seen, the cordon was extended. Owing 
to the heavy rain which obliterated tracks 
and scent it was considered hopeless to use 
bloodhounds in the search. Then as dusk was 
falling information reached the police at 
Tavistock that a man in prison clothes had 
been seen near a field near Peter Tavy. and 
police and warders immediately converged on 
the village. a 
Every possible hiding place, every inch -f 
cover was searched, and eventually Alexander 
was found by four police officers concealed in 
a shed at Pitts Cleave quarry, about a mile 
and a half from Tavistock on the road to 
Okehampton : i 
He was still in his prison garb' and sur- 
rendered quietly. He was taken to Tavis- 
tock Police Station, where he arrived as the 
bells were ringing for church. 

A little later he was conveyed by car to 
Princetown, and was once more behind the 
grim walls of the prison. 

The police officers Lecame suspicious when 
they found that the door of the shed was 
fastened on the inside, and, on forcing an 
entrance, they discovered Alexander lying 
completely unclothed under a pile of sack- 
ing. He had taken off his sodden prison 
clothes, wrung them out, and had laid them 
out to dry. 

“ With Irck I shoald have been in Exeter. 
to-morrow and got clear,” he said to his 
captors.

Preaching the annual charity sermon in 
aid of the Sacred Heart Home, Drumcondra, 
at the last Mass in the Church of St. Francis 
Xavier, Upper Gardiner street, Dublin, 
yesterday, the Rev. E. J. Coyne, S.J., said 
that it was just fifty-one years ago since the 
work of the Sacred Heart Home started, and 
in the period since the home had saved well 


over 2,000 children from being proselytised. 


At the present moment the home was re- 
sponsible for 300 children who, but for it, 
would have passed over to the control of 
those who would have stolen their Catholic 
iaith and all that that meant. 

_He asked them not to think that prosely- 
tising had ceased in this city and country. It 
was not easy to get facts and figures, but it 
was no exaggeration to say that the number 
of Catholic children lost to their Church 
ran into thousands. The Sacred Heart Home 
in Drumcondra cost £5,000 to maintain 200 
children annutily. Not a penny of that 
money came from Municipal or State funds. 
lt was better so—it was a charity that private 
individuals always had been ready to bear, 
and would continue to bear. They should 
not be ready to give less in defence of their 
faith than others were giving to destroy it. 
He appealed to them on three grobnds; 
first, on behalf of the children. who could not 
speak for themselves; secondly, on the 
grounds that they were saving not bodies," but 
souls, and, thirdly, in the name of and on 
behalf of the Sacred Heart.

Dublin’s oldest motor cycling club, and 
the second oldest club of the kind in Ive- 
land, the Dublin and District, celebrated the 
thirtieth anniversary of its foundation on 
ot. evening by a dinner in the Central 
Hote!, Exchequer street, whén a company 
that filled the diningroom to overflowing 
assembled to do honour to the occasion. The 
chair was occupied by Mr. Percy H. Hurse, 
the president of the club, and the attend. 
ance included the English riders who had 
taken part in the Patland Cup Trial in the 
afternoon, and also the North of Ireland 
riders who had competed in that event. The 
Lord Mayor of Dublin honoured the pro- 
ceedings by his presence, and, in the course 
of a speech, he extended a welcome to.the 
English visitors, and expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the work the Dublin and District 
Club had done during the course of its 
existence. 

The chief toast of the evening was that 
of “The Club,” and, in proposing it, Mr. 
Harold U. Brown said that no motor cycling 
function that had been held in Dublin was 
quite so important us their gathering that 
evening. They were not merely celebrating 
the success of a club that had reached its 
thirtieth year; they were celebrating the 
thirtieth year of a club that at the;end of 
that. time found itself as vigorous and, as 
strong as it had been at any time during the 
thirty years that had pessed since its forma- 
tion. “No other club in Ireland had carrisd 
out so many purely motoring cycling com- 
petitions, and the organisation: that marked 
the conduct of its events set an example to 
other clubs in the sport. It was not, how- 
ever, as an organising club gslone that the 
Trublin and District stood in its present posi- 
tion, It was a club of riders, and its suc- 
ceesive wins in the Inter-Club Reliability 
Championship demonstrated its vitality, Mr, 
Brown said the club was fortunate in having 
as its president a man of the type of Mr.

And, 
again, “Father Laborda speaks at. most for 


‘a sub-section of the Church which hardly 


numbers half a million.” Even this conces- 
sion, which is far short of the truth of the 
position of the Catholics in Spain, will startle 
Irish people’ by revealing, at least, half a 
million Catholics on the-anti-Fascist side, 
Father Gannon does not think us Com- 
raunists, but he considers us to be guilty. of 
‘exaggerated local patriotism which makes ts 
neglect the Kingdom of God and the unity 
of Spain.” Father Gannon will excuse me if 
I do not take him too seriously as a judge 
of the Catholic people and priests of Euzkadi, 
But Basque Nationalists readily admit their 
apvosition to the unity of Spain, which is to 
us as the unity of the British Empire is to 


Irish Republicans. 


The Fascist leaders in Spain are intense on 
the unity of their Empire, however. Calvo 
Sotelo, whose views continue to guide Spanish 
Fascism, made this quite clear. Speaking in 
the Spanish Parliament on the 5th December, 
1925, he made a great effort to woo the Left 
Wing to support him against the Nationalist 
movements, and his speech makes a curious 
comment on the horror which Fascists ex- 
press now at the alliance between these Left 
elements and the Nationalists of Euzkadi and 
Catalonia. Sotelo said: “I said on the plat- 
form at San Sebastian that I would gre a 
Red Spain to a divided Spain, and Í assert 
that now, and I know what a Red Spain 
woull mean.” He continued to address the 
Left denuties saying :“You want a Republican 
Spain, I want a monarchist Spain. You want 
an atheist Spain, I want a Christian Spain 
But you do. want Spain, and so do 
we. That ia one point of agreement 
that we have not got with those 
Catholic Basque Nationalists.’’ But that 
alliance did not materialise, and now Father 
Gannon is surprised that the Lefts whom his 
friends wooed in vain are allied to us. But 
who determined the alliance? Germany went 
to war with France and attacked Belgium. 
Belgium defended herself, and, behold, an 
alliance. Fascism struck Basque Nationalists 
and Fopular Front equally, and, behold, an 
alliance between the Nationalists of Euzkadi 
and Catalonia and the Popular Front forces. 
If Basque and Catalan patriots now see their 
national freedom along the same road ds the 
eneral anti-Fascist movement, it was the 
‘ascists who taught the lesson. : 

Father Gannon says he can understand why 
Fascists killed Basque Eo ‘in fiery in- 
dignation against Catholic clerics using their 
pansies to recruit Basque youths into the 
army of anti-Christ.’’ Many Irish priests 
were killed, I am sure, on just such a charge 
of influencing Irish youth into the army of 
Satan, and even in the recent Black-and-Tan 
days stories of such murders reached friends 
of Ireland in foreign lands, and the name of 
Father Griffin is well known in Euzkadi. 
But Father Gannon says he can understand 
why. patriot priests should be killed by 
Fascists. Well, perhaps, so can 1; for we 
are well known to the Nationalist movement 
and as friends of the poor. And this helps 
both Father Gannon and me to understand 
why the Popular Front supvorters_ killed 
priests who were passionately Fascist. I was 
in the Capuchin Church of San Sebastian 
while: Father Bartolomé de Tudela delivered 
himself of a fierce Fascist speech. Brother 
Bodayo, the sacristan, said to me: ‘‘ Father 
Laborda, how many have come to hear Mass 
with the best intentions and go away now 
praying for vengeance against us?” Yes; 
one can understand,’and in understanding 
one sees the great tragedy of the Church in 
Spain to-day. 

And it cannot be seen ‘‘as a simple matter 
of arithmetic.’’ I know of thirteen priests, 
who were personal friends of my own and 
who were shot by the Fascists, and of a 
formidable list of Cathohce workmen -whose 
lives were just as sacred. Even as a “ simple 
matter of arithmetic '” I doubt whether. Father 
Gannon would have the balance in his favour 
if Badajoz, Seville, Zaragoza, Navarra, Irun, 
Bilbao and the martyr city of Madrid went 
into our tot, But the right of my country to 
her freedom is not a “simple matter of 
arithmetic’ to be sought along this line. 
Father Gannon, however, claims some of’ my 
figures, for the dead men his friend saw piled 
on the streets of Barcelona on that Sunday

The 
Government had levied a contribution on 
nearly everything that was bought by the 
ordinary citizen: no wonder it had money to 
spend. The worst of it was that in some 
spheres of expenditure the Government was 
only piling up debts for the future. They 
bid urged county councils and other bodies 
to raise loans.and spend lavishly ; the Govern- 
ment itself had done likewise, but the day 
of repayment would have to be faced. All 
the more reason why the people should turn 
their minds seriously to the task of taking 
advantage of opportunities that undoubtedly 
offer.

HAT the completion of land division 
il was in sight and should be completed 

within the next five years was the 
opinion expressed by Mr. G. Boland, T.D., 
Minister for Lands, at the annual meeting 
af Mid-Roscommon (Comhairle Ceanntair, 
Fianna Fail, here to-day He was detained 
until a late hour hearing deputations from 
various parts of Roscommon and adjoining 
counties. : 

The majority of the deputations were con- 
cerned with land division and objection to 
the introduetion of migrants was voiced from 
several areas 

Mr. Boland said that the Minister for 
Lands was not responsible for the selection 
of estates for acquisition nor for their alloca- 
tion. and no man could carry such a respon- 
sibility. : 

The Land Commission was an indepen- 
dent body charged with these duties, sub- 
ject to observance of rules formulated by the 
Government, 

There were complaints that local people 
did not get first preference, but the Land 
Commission could not confine itself to county 
boundaries. 
thickly populated areas so as to allow of 
economic holdings being provided for others 
who remained. 

The Land Commission’s policy was 
strongly supported by one delegate, who said 
that the young people who had the courage 
to get married and face the world were more 
deserving of holdings and of encouragement 
than were the young men whose policy was 
to remain single until they. were securely 
established in a. farm. 

Mr. Boland said that the completion of 
land division was within sight, and should 
be reached within the next five years. 
Already the stage had been reached at which 
the Land Commission was taking over a 
greater number of holdings, but acquiring 
fewer acres of land. There was also a far 
greater percentage of objections to the 
acquisition of estates, The farmers, who had 
been in the front line trenches in the 
economic struggle, had stood. up bravely, and 
a brighter period was at hand for them. 

Now that agricultvre was better balanced with 
more tillage and forty per cent. of wheat 
the possibility of a European war, which was 
again looming. was not so great a threat, as 
this country was much nearer to being able 
to Spear the food for its own people during 
such a-conflict than it would have been five 
years ago. 1 arrangements were being 
made now on a basis of independent equality,

BOOKMAKERS OBJECT 
TO PROPOSAL 


b & 


The Northern Bookmakers’ Protection Associa- 
tion of England, of which most of the leading 
course bookmakers in its district are members, 
are opposed to the suggestion made in London 
that betting pitches should be placed behind 
the stands. ey have decided to test public 
opinion on the matter by taking a vote among 
the spectators attending the Haydock Park 
Meeting of February 3rd and 4th. 

Mr. 8. H. Oxenham, of Doncaster, chair- 
man of the association, described the proposal as 
jantastic, and suggested tnat it had been put 
forward by a few misguided individuals who 
wanted to make a change that would cause 
both inconvenience and disorgamsation. He 
said that the bookmakers in the North were 
Strenuously opposed to any such proposal. 

here were, as far as he knew, only two 
courses in the North—Ripon and Thirsk— 
where it would be possible to place book- 
makers behind the stands without causing 
serious inconvenience. 


PUBLIC TO VOTE 


The public had always betted in front of 
the stands on every racecourse, and he, per- 
sonally, doubted whether there was a single 
racecourse executive which would be pre- 
pared to expend the necessary money to pro- 
vide the additional space that would be. re- 
quired if this suggestion were carried out. 
Mr. Oxenham added that in an endeavour 
to prove how unpopular the proposed change 
would be the patrons of all enclosures at the 
next Haydock Park Meeting would be given 
a voting card and asked to vote one way or 
the other as to which method they favoured. - 
The vote will be counted in the presence 
of the Press and the result will be available 
for publication. ‘‘Personally,’’ he concluded, 
“I think that racecourse executives generally 
will not accept the proposal.” 

The Jockey Club in 1929 decided that when 
the Totalisator came into operation at New- 
market the bookmakers would be placed be- 
hind the stands. The bookmakers protested, 
and, as a result of a meeting between them 
and the Stewards, special experimental en- 
closures facing the course were provided for 
them at the 1930 Craven Meeting. Two years 
later the bookmakers’ pitches on the cut- 
skirts of Tattersall’s Ring were moved, at the 
bookmakers’ request, nearer to the members’ 
enclosure, thus concentrating the business. . 

Lord Harewood, then a Steward of the 
Jockey Club, stated that there was no ques- 
tion. of placing the bookmakers behind the
